We have often heard the phrase: 
“The customer is always right.” 
Obviously no customer is always 
right as is no other individual in- 
fallible. Therefore by the same 
token the employe is not always 
right, or is an employer expected 
to have perfect batting average. 

Our members are engaged in a 
service industry and it is our duty 
to service the customer, whether 
it means selling a ticket, collecting 
it or seating the patron. The ma- 
jority of theatre and other amuse- 
ment patrons are deserving of 
every courtesy. Without enough 
patrons, any business will cease to 
operate, and not being in operation 
there is of course a resulting un- 
employment problem. 

There is a minority of patrons, 
who are impossible to service satis- 
factorily, as they expect the impos- 
sible in services. Regardless of this, 
you can always give them a gen- 
erous portion of courtesy, which 
will go a long way in making them 
possible regular customers. 

We have some overzealous mem- 
bers, who take it upon themselves 
to act as policemen when they en- 
counter the boisterous, noisy or 
drunken patron, Do not argue with 
a patron, refer the problem to the 


manager. 
Do not attempt to act as a 
bouncer if confronted with any 


violation of the law, call for the law 
enforcement officers. 
We know the usual retort to that 


is: “You can never find a cop when | 


you want one.” Nevertheless, that 
is what they are getting paid for 
and hot the theatre employe. Not 
too long ago an alleged drunk in a 
downtown theatre, reportedly dis- 
armed a local gendarme. If he 


could do that with a man who is} 


supposedly equipped to cope with 
physical violence, what chance 
would you have with him? 
Unfortunately, these remarks do 
not apply only to the male members, 
we have a few female members who 


have been known to manhandle 
patrons. There is no excuse for 
this. 


The average manager does not 
expect you to perform such duties. 
There are a few unreasonable man- 
agers, however, who do encourage 
such tactics. Report these man- 
agers to your union business office, 
as no company approves of such a 
policy. 

If you are in doubt as to what 
your duties consist of, consult your 
manager, as although the general 
duties in any classification are 
pretty much the same in all the- 
atres, there may be some specific 
duties that vary from theatre to 
theatre,

Union Teachers

Hi, dear reader. Taking up where 
we left off last week. Here are some 
more bills in the legislature at Sac- 
ramento and the California State 
Federation of Teachers stand on 
them, 

We are in favor of: 

Assembly Bill 1978 Cramer. Per- 
mits school districts to authorize 
courses in nature study and con- 
servation courses. 

AB 2120 Dunn. Relates to appor- 
tionment of State funds for school 
support. Increases the foundation 
program of sthool support in ele- 
mentary school districts of 100 or 
more from $145 to $185; high school 
with 300 ADA or more from $175 to 
$210; Junior: College from $200 to 
$225. 

AB 2298 Niehaus. Permits county 
superintendents of schools to make 
temporary transfers from county 
schools service fund to any school 


| district lacking suffifient money to 


meet current operating expenses. 

AB 2321 Huyck. Permits a mem- 
ber in good standing in a district 
retirement system, certified by a 
district physician as being phys- 
ically or mentally disabled to 
qualify for a disability retirement. 

AB 2682 Kirkwood. Provides that 
the governing board of any city 
school district may inform and 
make known to the citizens of the 
district, the educational programs 
and activities of the schools there- 
in. (Note: This should be made 
mandatory rather than optional.) 

AB 2684 Kirkwood. Provides for 
additional money to school districts 
for rapid growth over 
year ADA. 

AB 848 Gaffney. Provides 3 days 
leave of absence in case of death 
in the immediate family. 

We are opposed to the following 
Assembly bills: 

AB 338 McCollister. Abolishes 
program in School Code for the edu- 
cation of mentally retarded chil- 
dren. 

AB 677 Morris. Requires that the 
Bible be read for at least five min- 


|utes each day in all public schools. 


AB 858 Dolwig. Provides that the 
CTA, Superintendents, Principals, 
etc., shall determine the educational 
organizations that governing boards

LONGSHORE OVERTIME suit 
by 1159 CIO men for an estimated 
$1,000,000 in back “overtime on over- 
time” pay lost out in S. F. Federal 
Court in a ruling by Judge Louise 
E. Goodman. There are 32 other 
similar suits brought by Bay Area 
waterfront workers in 1945 and 1946. 


REPEAL-No. 4 PETITIONS be- 
gan going the rounds just before 
the month of April began. The AFL 
California Labor League for Po- 
litical Education has voted against 
backing this move, although it did 
not back No. 4 when it was on the 
November ballot. Since the people 
voted it, leave it alone, is the AFL 
attitude. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA is 
still planning to have a Jefferson-

AFL TECHNICAL ENGINEERS 
Local 11 has urged the S. F. Civil 
Service Commission to replace non- 
Civil Service engineers in municipal 
employ with those who hf&ve suc- 
cessfully passed examinations. The 
Civil Service Commission claims 
there are not enough such persons 
to fill all the eligible positions. 


LOCAL RENT CONTROL would- 
n't work well, says Governor War- 
ren, commenting on the new Fed- 
eral law which permits local con- 
trols, that is, by county or city, if 
the Governor of a State authorizes 
such local controls. Warren says 
that local controls would cause con- 
fusion, especially in such densely 
populated counties as Alameda, San 
Francisco San Mateo, and Los An- 
geles. One ceiling would be effective 
on one side of a boundary street, 
and another one on the other side 
of the street, he said.

the unions you mention withdrew 
from the Building Trades Council, 
you wrote in The Labor Journal of 
June 16, 1944 as follows: “I have 
full confidence in the delegates’ 
abilities to handle the affairs of 
the Council in a businesslike way 
without the cooperation of the anti- 
union forces that have always at- 
tempted to disrupt the harmony of 
the Council.”

As for your statement that the 
Butchers are withdrawing from the 
CLC I have checked with Secretary 
Ash and as yet notice to that effect 
hasn't been received by the CLC. 
And incidentally, Hughie, about all 
of these withdrawings, re-affilia- 
tions, etc., just what have they to 
do with choices for a city election?

To Fight T-H Law 


Labor's League for Political Education 


With the Taft-Hartley Repeal Bill 
ready for action on the floor of the | 
House of Representatives, AFL 
President William Green called to 
Washington 250 key AFL and LLPE 
leaders from every state in the 
union. In two action-packed days, 
March 30 and 41, a double barrel 
program of action was agreed upon. 

On the morning of the first day | 
the AFL National Legislative Coun- 
cil quickly outlined to the dele- 
gates the present legislative situa- 
tion in Washington and the need | 
for public support back home to 
muster enough votes to repeal Taft- 
Hartley. 

The meeting adjourned early so 
that the AFL leaders could visit 
with their Representatives and Sen- 
ators on Capitol Hill. Many of the | 
AFL leaders were encouraged by 
the fact it now appears that many 
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Congressmen who voted for Taft- 
Hartley in 1947 have net only be-|

“Readers will note, however, that we are not claiming any 
more harmony within the AFL than actually exists. In this 
issue The Labor Journal has endeavored to present fairly all 
arguments made by minority delegates at the AFL political 
convention Monday night. In addition, we are publishing a 
large ad which bears the signature of Painters Local 127, and 
which denounces the majority AFL decision in such vigorous 
fashion that we assume Mr. Knowland’s Knave will enjoy -re- 
printing choice phrases from it such as ‘rattle-brained rabble- 
rousers, and others. We commend.to Mr. Knowland an equally 
fair and full presentation in his Tribune of minority opinion 
within his own group.” 

Naturally, also, the Knave didn’t reprint this additional state- 
ment in our editorial: 

“The majority of the AFL in Oakland is tired of having Mr. 
Knowland decide who the candidates of organized labor shall 
be.

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‘PRESS SOLIDARITY’ 


|AND THE CHRONICLE 


S. F. Chronicle said in a recent 
editorial: 
“This paper rejects the ‘ethics’ 


of press solidarity and speaks out 
on occasion against the bad press.” 


The present writer makes no 
bones about the fact that the Chron- 
icle is his favorite Bay Area paper, 
which he reads as faithfully as he 
reads the New York Times, every 
day of the year. But that’s no rea- 
son why a false claim, or one be- 
lieved to be a false claim, should be 
permitted to go unchallenged. 

Actually the Chronicle showed 
just recently how faithfully it prac- 
tices the “ethics” of “press soli- 
darity” when it failed to inform its 
readers about the libel action 
brought by Congressman Havenner 
against the Examiner, and the fact 
that the Examiner humbly apol- 
ogized to Havenner. This was a per- 
fect illustration of the operation 
of “press solidarity,” which is prac- 
ticed basically for financial rea- 
sons. The idea is that newspaper 
publishers stick together and never 
let the public know when a wronged 
person sues a publisher. In _ this 
way wronged persons have almost 
no recourse to public opinion, for 
of course usually the publisher 
fights the thing through all the 
courts, with the other publishers 
suppressing news of the whole bus- 
iness. 

Moreover when the Chronicle 
says that it speaks out “on occasion 
against the bad press,” it should 
add that the occasion is very rare, 
and that usually the “bad press” 
is not named specifically. In other 
words, the Chronicle surely has a 
“bad press” in its own town, namély 
the Hearst press, but does the 
Chronicle ever dare attack it by

To be fair about it—and we do

WOMEN 
in this World

THE CRIME RATE among Amer- 
ican women is declining. So says 
Lieut. Col. Agnes McKernan, former 
territorial director of the Salvation 
Army’s Prison Bureau. 

Col. McKernan believes that the 
decline in the crime rate is largely 
due to the greater economic se-+ 
curity which women are enjoying 
today. 

“Under the ‘old system,” she says, 
“a girl born in poor circumstances 
was, either obliged to marry for a 
meal ticket, or all too often enter a 
life of vice and crime, ‘Nellie sinned 
for pretty clothes’ it’ used to be 
said.” 

More opportunity for women to 
earn a living and be independent 
has given her the means to buy her 
own pretty clothes. 

Moreover, according to Col. Mc- 
Kernan, women who have gotten 
into trouble and have served terms 
in prison are now being given a 
better opportunity to reform and 
lead better lives. 

“To much is still being written | 
about ex-convicts who return to) 
crime,” she says, “and not enough 
about the hundreds who have made 
good.”

BRIDGES NOT 


SO GOOD AS 


REBER PLAN, SOME ARGUE 


John E. Pickett, editor of th 


e California Farmer, writes a 


letter to The Labor Journal on stationery of the ‘San Francisco 
Bay Project—the Reber Plan,” in which he contends that despite 


all the talk about bridges across 
all have to come to the Reber i 
fresh water, and we will be® 
stymied in factory and subur- 
ban development and in military 
safety until we have it. The coun- 
ties understand this thoroughly, and 
approximately 150 newspapers have 
given space to it.” 

Pickett, speaking for the group 
headed by Vice Admiral Greenslade, 
retired, which is “handling the edu- 
cational work for the Reber Plan,” 
says that the group “has had some 
very fine reactions from labor lead- 
ers.” 

Pickett’s paper has long been con- 
sidered by organized lak r as too 
much inclined to echo the senti- 
ments of the Associated Farmers. 
However, there is such general in- 
terest in the various plans for draw- 
ing the Bay Area communities 
closer together that The Labor 
Journal herewith reprints part of 
a Questions and Answers leaflet on 
the Reber Plan supplied by Pickett: 


REBER PLAN | 


Q. What construction is embraced | 
in the Reber Plan? 

A. A solid land dike 2,000 feet 
wide, joining San Francisco and 
Oakland; a dam 600 feet wide, con- 
necting Castro Point near Rich- 
mond and Point San Quentin, being 
of the overflow type, with a bridged 
trafficway across it; a vast hy- 
draulic filled area along the east 
shore of the Bay; a ship canal join- 
ing the two fresh water lakes which 
will be formed back of the two 
dikes; and a series of ship locks to 
connect the remaining salt water | 
area of the Bay with the ship canal. | 

Q. What type of construction will 
be required? 

A. The two dams will be of 
dredged fill, with part of the ma- 
terial removed from the ship canal 
dredged to a depth of 50 feet, and 
from the bot- | 
tom of the Bay, to be contained be- 
tween dumped rock walls. The ship} 


| locks will be of concrete, as will the | 


traffic and railroad tubes under the | 
ship canal at the east end of each |

Q. What will this do to San Fran- 
cisco Bay? 

A. It will create two vast fresh 
water lakes out of the north and | 
south arms of the Bay, and confine | 
the salt water area to the central 
portion

Q. What would it cost to construct

titudinous benefits? 
A. $200,000,000 at 1946 prices, ac- 
cording to a liberal estimate by 


Engineer Nishkian. (Note that the 
State Toll Bridge Authority has an- 
nounced that it would cost $237,000,- 
000 to build the two new bridges it 
proposes, not including distributory 
roadways of the approaches.) 


Q. Will this relieve the traffic 
bottleneck between San Francisco 
and Oakland? 


A. The lower 2,000-foot causeway 
will accommodate a sufficient num- 
ber of traffic lanes to provide ade- 
quate toll-free crossing for all con- 
ceivable time, and in addition, the 
upper causeway will make possible 
toll-free, delay-free passage from 
the East Bay to Marin. With the 
Golden Gate Bridge. these two 
causeways make a complete circle 
of high speed roadways for fast, 
direct conmection for civilian and 
business transport and for the rapid 
movement of troops and material in 
time of war 


Q. Did you say “toll-free?” 

A. Yes._-Engineer L. H. Nishkian 
calculated that income from the 
sale or rental of vast new areas of 
industrial lands, and other possible 
income would make it unnecessary 
to charge any toll for motor ve- 


hicles, 

Q. Wouldn't the unlimited auto- 
mobile flow across the lower cause- 
way add to the already congested 
traffic situation in San Francisco? 

A. Probably, but not so much as 
would a parallel steel bridge across 
the Bay, or the Alameda-Army 
Street bridge, either of which would 
deliver its traffic to one or two 
distribution roadways. On the other 
hand the lower causeway would de- 
liver traffic to all the streets which 
run to a shore line of at least 2,000 
feet in length, hence the compara- 
tive congestion would be lessened.
